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Century  Club  Discontinued 

At  the  November,  1971,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation,  the  Board  voted  to  discon- 
tinue its  yearly  Century  Club  appeal  for  funds  from  MCV  alumni  and 
authorized  a  committee  to  notify  the  Alumni  Association  of  this  ac- 
tion. A  letter  was  written  to  the  then  president,  J.  Gilbert  Ball,  suggest- 
ing that  our  Board,  or  a  special  committee  of  the  Board,  be  convened 
to  discuss  this  action  regarding  the  Century  Club  program. 

At  noon  on  December  5,  a  committee  of  three,  Dr.  Charles  M. 
Caravati,  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke,  and  Dr.  William  T.  Sanger,  met 
with  the  Alumni  Board  in  special  session  at  an  informal  luncheon  in 
the  Alumni  House.  After  the  committee  was  welcomed  by  President 
Ball,  Doctor  Caravati  gave  a  brief  history  of  the  MCV  Foundation,  ex- 
plaining that  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation  is  a  separate 
corporation  whose  funds  are  for  the  sole  use  of  MCV.  He  informed 
them  of  the  new  central,  full-time  office  in  Sanger  Hall,  the  past  work 
of  the  Century  Club  program,  and  two  important  reasons  for  discon- 
tinuing the  Club.  First  it  was  hoped  that  any  discontent  and  unhappi- 
ness  among  alumni  resulting  from  the  Century  Club  would  die  out. 
Secondly  it  was  realized  the  annual  Century  Club  effort  did  not  square 
with  the  changing  philosophy  of  the  Foundation;  its  future  interest 
will  lie  in  large  gifts  and  bequests  to  build  up  better  endowment  and 
fluid  funds.  Both  are  badly  needed  to  support  important  projects  which 
the  State  at  the  time  seems  unable  to  do. 

Many  questions  followed  Doctor  Caravati's  comments  and  those  of 
Mr.  Rooke  and  Doctor  Sanger,  now  the  executive  director  of  the 
Foundation.  There  was  much  enthusiasm  and  gratification  and  the 
meeting  adjourned  after  it  was  voted  by  the  Alumni  Board  that  an 
officer  of  the  Foundation  be  invited  to  sit,  ex  officio,  at  Board  meet- 
ings. Similarly,  it  was  voted  at  the  December  meeting  of  the  Founda- 
tion that  Dr.  Philip  L.  A.  Minor  (M'47)  or  his  designee  be  invited  to 
sit,  ex  officio,  at  meetings  of  the  Foundation  Board,  effective  January 
14, 1972.  Doctor  Minor  is  president  of  our  Association  for  1972. 

Mention  was  made  at  the  December  5  meeting  that  the  Foundation 
might  be  asked  to  act  as  custodian  of  some  alumni  funds.  Also,  the 
Foundation  was  invited  to  use  the  up-to-date  alumni  mailing  list. 

Doctor  Caravati  indicated  that  Doctor  Sanger  had  prepared  an  ex- 
tended statement  on  the  organization  and  past  work  of  the  Foundation 
which  would,  in  the  next  few  months,  be  mailed  to  our  alumni.  The 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  hopes  those 
who  have  formerly  contributed  to  the  Century  Club  will  join  the  An- 
niversary Club  of  the  Alumni  Association.

MCV  has  a  long  and  proud  tradi- 
tion. From  the  viewpoint  of  1500 
miles  away,  it  was  regarded  by  physi- 
cians and  medical  educators  as  a  strong 
clinical  school,  with  some  areas  of 
unusual  strength.  Programs  built  up 
over  a  period  of  years  usually  have 
evolved  because  of  success,  and  my  ob- 
jective is  to  support  and  continue  them, 
while  adding  help  and  strength  to  some 
areas  that  require  aid.

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  our  most 
active  admissions  season.  As  most  of 
you  know,  students  can  be  considered 
by  the  Admissions  Committee  after 
they  have  completed  one  quarter  or 
one  semester  of  their  second  college 
year.  Since  all  students  are  now  ad- 
mitted only  after  completing  two  or 
more  college  years,  it  is  necessary  for 
us  to  have  grades  earned  during  the

second  college  year  in  hand  before  our 
Admissions  Committee  can  act  on  the 
application. 

Since  most  colleges  complete  the 
first  quarter  or  semester  in  December 
or  January,  students  ordinarily  begin 
filing  their  applications  at  this  time  so 
that  the  grades  of  the  first  quarter  or 
semester  are  available  for  review  by 
our  Admissions  Committee.  Our  pur- 
pose in  bringing  this  to  your  attention 
is  to  remind  you  that  if  you  are  aware 
of  students  who  are  interested  in  phar- 
macy, now  is  the  time  for  them  to  file 
their  application.  An  application  com- 
pleted in  May  or  June  may  find  the 
class  filled,  although  we  make  every 
effort  to  take  care  of  Virginia  students 
who  are  qualified.  Our  space  is  limited 
however,  and  we  urge  those  who  are 
qualified  to  apply  early.  Our  require- 
ments for  admission  have  not  changed. 
Basically,  a  student  who  has  completed 
the  first  courses  in  chemistry,  biology, 
physics,  English,  mathematics,  and  eco- 
nomics along  with  liberal  arts  subjects 
can  qualify  if  he  anticipates  that  he  will 
have  completed  63  semester  hours  of 
work  prior  to  September,  1972.  The 
Admissions  Committee  ordinarily  is 
able  to  offer  a  contingent  acceptance 
to  students  enrolled  in  their  second 
college  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  stu- 
dent completing  the  work  of  the  year 
satisfactorily  so  that  he  can  enter  in 
September. 

Many  alumni  have  asked  us  about 
the  number  of  women  who  are  enrolled 
in  our  school.  The  class  that  enrolled 
in  the  first  professional  year  in  Septem- 
ber included  31  women  of  the  92  stu- 
dents. This  was  the  largest  number 
of  women  and  new  students  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  For  a  number  of 
years,  women  have  made  up  20  to 
25%  of  our  entering  class  and  total 
enrollment.  In  fact,  last  year's  entering 
class  had  less  than  20%  women  which 
marked  it  as  an  exceptional  class  com- 
pared to  more  recent  years.  The  total 
enrollment  in  the  school  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  term  was  236  students  of 
whom  66  were  women.  Only  11  stu- 
dents in  our  total  student  body  were 
classified  as  out-of-state  students. 
Again,  we  want  to  thank  all  our  alumni 
who  have  been  so  helpful  in  directing 
qualified  students  to  our  school. 

We  continue  to  ask  for  your  help 
and  support  in  connection  with  the  re- 
quest of  the  school  for  funds  to  provide 
new  space  for  the  School  of  Pharmacy 


here  on  our  campus.  The  site  plan  for 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  shows 
a  new  pharmacy,  nursing,  and  allied 
health  building  on  Marshall  Street  be- 
tween Tenth  and  Eleventh  Streets  just 
west  of  Sanger  Hall.  We  believe  this 
is  a  very  good  location.  Many  of  you 
will  remember  that  an  addition  for  the 
existing  McGuire  Hall  was  planned  a 
few  years   ago.   Preliminary  planning 
indicated  that  the  space  available  for 
an  addition  would  not  provide  as  much 
net  square  footage  as  needed  for  the 
school  within  the   estimated  cost.   A 
survey   conducted    at   the   same   time 
showed  that  renovation  costs  for  Mc- 
Guire Hall  were  nearing  the  prohibi- 
tive stage.  Consequently,  the  decision 
was  made  to  invest  dollars  in  a  new 
facility    which   would,    in    fact,    yield 
more  square  footage  per  dollar  spent. 
We  recognize  that  a  new  building  is 
not  inexpensive.  We  believe,  however, 
that  our   students   deserve   the   same 
educational  opportunities  as  those  in 
West  Virginia,  Maryland,  and  North 
Carolina  where  new  pharmacy  facili- 
ties have  been  built  in  recent  years. 
Our  faculty  has  supported  the  enlarge- 
ment of  Sanger  Hall   (two  times)   to 
expand  medical  enrollments  and  pro- 
vide for  increased  numbers  of  students 
bases   in   the   basic   medical   sciences 
(where  our  students  received  25%  of 
their  instructiton).  The  Dental  School 
has  doubled  in  size  since  we  last  had 
any  expansion  of  space.  We  feel  that 
pharmacy  students  need  a  facility  that 
meets  the  needs  of  education  in  health 
sciences  for  the  70's  and  the  future 
ahead.  There  is  a  serious  shortage  of 
pharmacists  in  Virginia,  and  we  want 
to  be  able  to  expand  our  class  size. 
We  also  think  that  our  students  should 
have    classrooms    that    are    adequate, 
laboratories  that  are  able  to  meet  the 
needs  of  instruction,  and  other  facili- 
ties of  our  age.  We  lack  special-purpose 
laboratories  for  faculty  and  students 
and  our  ability  to  recruit  and  develop 
and  provide  excellence   in  pharmacy 
education  is  related  to  our  ability  to 
house  staff  properly.  Even  more  seri- 
ously, McGuire  Hall,  at  present,  does 
not  conform  with   all  fire  standards, 
and  the  only  way  to  correct  the  situa- 
tion is  through  major  construction.  We 
hope  that  you  will  support  our  request 
for  funds.  We  believe  that  each  dollar 
received   from   state   sources   can   be 
matched  in  kind  from  federal  sources.
